12 basis, establish a youth-only spring wild turkey season which
13 shall include 2 consecutive weekends. It shall be unlawful for
14 any person to take wild turkey without possessing a valid "Wild
15 Turkey Hunting Permit". Persons holding a spring permit may

16 take female wild turkeys with visible beards or male wild
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turkeys during the spring open season. Persons holding a fall
permit may take turkeys of either sex during the fall open
season. The Department shall cause notice of administrative
rules setting forth the prescribed rules and regulations,
including those counties of the State where open seasons are
